That no incorporated hanking in- 
stitution of this State shall be entitled to receive 
more than the rate of interest specified in its 
charter; or, if no rate be specified, more tbau 
six per cent, yearly upon any lopn or discount 
whatsoever. 

§ 2. That upon all judgments or decrees ren- 
dered upon any bond, bill, promissory note, or 
other instrument aforesaid, interest shall be com- 
puted till payraeut, at the rate specified in 9uch 
bond, bill, note, or other instrument, sot exceed- 
ing ten per centum as aforesaid; or, in case no 
rate of interest is specified, at sir per centum 
yearly. 

Mr. Cissf.ll bad offered the following amend- 
ment, viz: 

1. Provided further. That all contracts and as- 
surances, made directly or indirectly, for the loan 
or lorbearance of money or other thing, at a great- 
er rate of iutere9t than ten per cent, per annum, 
shall be void for the whole inteiest contracted 
for; and if 9uch interest shall have been paid, 
the same may be recovered of the party so con 
trading to receive the same by any “person'* 
who may sue therefor in any court having juris- 
diction - 

Mr. Rust offered an amendment to the amend- 
ment, providing that this act shall only apply to 
contracts lor sums of $1U0 and over: rejected. 

Mr. Rhea ottered an amendment to the amend 
ment providing in substance that outstanding 
debts now owing shall not be included in con 
tracts made under this ad; if such debt is in- 
cluded, the creditor shall go back upon his origi- 
nal contract for recovery, Sl c.: rejected by yeas 
9; nays, 23. 

Mr. Grover offered an amendment to the 
amendmept making the contract void for only 
the excess of interest over ten per cent., but after- 
wards withdrew it. 

Mr. Whitaker moved to strike out " person ” 
in the amendment in italic and insert "party 
contractor or his personal representative:” adopt- 
ed. 

Mr. Denny moved to strike out ten per cent. 
as the rate of interest and insert eight per eent. 

Mr. Marshall in a short speech advocated 
the bill, and opposed the amendment of Mr. 
Denny. He considered this a test question, and 
therefore made the remarks he had to submit to 
the Senate at this 9tage of the proceedings. — 
He urged the passage of the bill earnestly, as a 
measure demauded by the be9t interests of the 
State; it was no usury measure; it only legal- 
ized what i9 already paid for money 

Mr. Marshall’s remarks were listened to 
with profound attention, and, though brief, were 
to the point, and clearly proved the propriety of 
the passage of the bill, if not its absolute ne- 
cessity. The bill as amended forfeits the whole 
interest if more is taken than the ten per cent, 
fixed in the bill, while the present law only for- 
feits the excess over six per cent 

Mr. Walton opposed the bill; he was opposed 
to any increase of the rate of interest; he had 
rather see it lowered to four per cent. 

The vote was taken first upon striking out 10 
per cent., and it was rejected — yeas, 13; nays, 17; 
and the Senate refused to strike out 10 per cent.

Mr fiuiTOft -in the last issue of the “Leb&- 
non Democrat ." 1 see what purports to be a re 
ply to the article signed “Cato,” which appeared 
in vour paper a few weeks since, ou the subject 
of n rc union of the 'Con u tv and Common 
wealth's Attorneys The would be reply con 
tains neither point, wit or force, and if* as bar* 
ren of argument or fact as the great desert is of 
vegetation. And when it is taken into consid- 
eration that one of the editors is himself a 
Commonwealth’s A ttornev. the lameness, stu 
pidity , and impotence of the article is the more 
glaring and apparent. If “Cato” is wroug, why 
didn't (he editor refute the errors, and not resort 
to a miserable sneer about the poverty, and a 
still more miserable insinuation as to the capaci- 
ty <d the County Attorneys of this State. Could 
they have adduced a single solid or logical ar 
gununt against the position assumed by “Cato,” 
they would certainly have done so; and their 
failure will be regarded bv all right thinking 
men as the highest evidence of their incapacity 
to successfully assail them. 

They sav “the experiment of a union of at- 
torneys lias been tried and found wanting.” — 
This is not true. The people have always, aud 
do now, favor their union, and the law of 1856 
was repealed without consulting their wishes. I 
have understood that its repeal was a mid-night 
bill, got up under the supervision of one ol the 
editors of the “Democrat and hurried through 
both Houses so unceremoniously that the County 
Attorneys had no opportunity or time to be beard, 
t know not whether it be true or false, hut such 
is my information.

on this occasion. 

Sir, the Democratic party claims to be the 
father of our pre*ont Constitution, the great 
principle of which is that the people should elect 
all the officers in this Commonwealth Are 
they now willing to destroy their offspring by 
the passage of this bill 7 Unnatural mother as 
she is, I cannot think she is so far lost to all 
feelings of motherly love as to abandon her off 
spring to gain a temporary advantage. The 
amendment of the gentleman from the 4th dis 
trict of the city of Louisville provides that the 
commissioners named in this bill shall be elect- 
ed by the people ol Louisville, instead of being 
appointed by the Governor, as provided iu the 
bill.

mories at Malta and the tower of London the 
most perfect aud uuique* specimen extant. It is 
said to have belonged to the grandfather of the ! 
present Emperor of Japan, and,ds therefore in- j 
vested with an historical as well aa artistic in - 1 
terest Accompanying the armor are two hand- 
some Japanese swords and a pair of heavy sil 
ver stirrups inlaid with gold.
